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TRAVELLERS CAUGHT IN THE Freecest cc- 
TORER STORM EVER[KNOWN IX KERR AA- 
KA. 
(Prom the Worcester Spy). 
We pitched our tents carelessly, intending 
to take an early start the next 
But, alas, for our expectations { Daring 


night « strong wind set in from the north. 


west, and about 4 A.M. it began to snow, 
None of us coald,jadge well of weather indi. 
cations in Nebraska, and our guide did not 
suspect anything serious, for the oldest in- 
habitant could not expect a blizzard in Oc- 
tober, and it was now only the 16:h of the 
month. The guide th ught, end the drivers 
believ. 4, gbat the storm would cease at 12 
M., and We, of course, trasted to their jadg- 
meat. Hat, instead, the storm «er, 
the snow fell more sapidly, and the north- 
west gale increased in fury. Before night 
#0 much snow had fallen that if it had fis 
as it fell it would have been at least one foot 
deep, but now it had been piled into drifte 
so that our males stood with their feet 
nearly as high as the wagon tops, and the 
stove and furnitare in our cook's tent were 
completely hidden from view. 

The night shut in upon us gloomy and aw- 
fal. We had two light canvas tents, in 
each of which slept fur men, with jast 
blankets enough to keep them comfortable 
in ordinary weather. But now we must 
provide for the guide, two drivers, and a 
porter, who had usually sleptin the wag n°, 
and, as they were slimly provided with 
clothing, we must share our stock with 
them. There was but little sleep in the 
tent that night, the cold was intense, and 
the wind was so terrible in its ¢ff-cts that 
we feared every moment the larger tent 
would fall, though we had strengthened it 
V4 cords in every conecivable way. With 
the morning light it seemed as if all the 
spirits of the ait were let loose, an@ all 
day long the storm roared with ever-in- 
creasing fary. The snow had so beaten 
in that when we awoke we found our. 
selves boried beneath it, and now we were 
Obliged to gather all our bedding into the 
middle of the tent to keep it from being 
wet through. No man could lony endove 
the storm outside, and we stood huddled 

r from morning till night, stamping 
our feet to keep from suffering, Even then 
we could not keep comfortable. For hours 
together we stood with our backs braced 
up againat the tent to keep it from givin, 
way uader the great weighs of the snow ded 
the terrific force of the gale. I know of neo 
langusge which cau he used to convey to 
any person inexperienced in such atime any 
adequate conception of the fury of the storm. 
During the second day we succeeded in 
Heging eur little stove out of the esvow- 
drift, dod, setting it at the entrance of our 
tent, we managed to keep a little fire 
through the rest ef the day and night. But 
our store of wood was very ema!l, aad there 
was no more to be had within we knew not 
how many miles, The other tent’s company 
had no stove ead-no fire, During the second 
night of the storm it was impossible that all 
should sleep at oace, even if they could 
sleep despite the cold, for what with the 
atove on ons side and aJi our provisions 
brought infrom the wayons on the other, 
there wae not room for all to lie dows. Be 
sides, it was necessary to keep the fire going 
lest we might «ll perish together. So we 
stood bending over the stove all night, two 
ats time, while the others tried to sleep, 
It was an awful night. To add to our anx- 
iety, the guide and drivers declared that 
the horses and males were likely to perish. 
They were a pitifal sight, rher-wo f wo of 
them had no blankets, and the others were 
little beter off. At times it was difficult to 
soneeive that the creatures before us were 
horves, #0 literally covered were-they with a 
coating of ice. After two days and two 
nights the storm ceased. 


It was now Sundsy morsing. We knew 
not where we were, and we doubted if the 
guide had more definite knowledge than we. 
Every man was desperate. Some declared 
it dangerous to attempt to move through 
the snow, and that our only safe course wae 
to remain, ond in case of necessity, use the 
w for fuel and the hoters for food. 
0 declared their purpose to move at all 
hazards, and without dflay. Finally we 
determined tomove. We threw away all

(St. Peterburg Dispatch to the London Telecraph.) 
At last there are of a general 
fall in the of bread, The universal 
dearnass of the staple article of food has 
been causing the greatest anxiety to 
the authietiien, who have been ing 
many, and in most cases seas endea- 
vors arbitrarily to te the 
of flour, They wenk ts tet as to i 
the wholesale dealers in St. Petersburg 
to sell a certain quantity of grain be- 
low the market price. The natural 
result was that the dealers sold the pre- 
scribed quantity of grain, but to take 
care that it should be of so inferior a 
quality that they had no loss on the tran- 
saction. A more sensible measure was 
the sale of grain from the Government 
stores. These fur the Army and other 
8 Ne are very considerable ; and so 
rge an unexpected addition to the 
stocks - the sage ae its natural ef- 
fect in checking the designs of specula- 
tors. Had bread poo en through- 
out the winter at the prices of two or 
three weeks ago, we should probably 
have had disturbances in the country. 
If allowance be made for the 
tion in value of the paper ruble, the 
prices which are likely to prevail dur- 
ing the winter, although they appear 
extravagant to the working classes, 
are, through the difference in exchange, 
practically the same as those existing 
in former normal years. There was at 
one time a pei pa that the stocks 
of grain in the Empire would prove in- 
sufficient for the requirements until 
the next harvest. The panic produced 


was natural, but was based chiefly on - 


the want of information. Stocks are 
certainly low, but there can be little 
doubt that there is an ample supply in 
the country for internal requirements. 
What was wanting was distribution, 
and traders having now had time 
gradually to effect that distribution, 
the panic is disappearing.
